The romantle story of how Dray- 
ton’s book Icft this country in the 
early 17th century, remained hidden 
in Italy for three centuries, was told 
by its owner, Mr,‘Alan Keen, of 
Edgware, Middlesex. 

“T bought it three years ago from 
a North London dealer for £6," he 
sald. “It did not occur to me at first 
that the writing on one of the paytes 
might be anything out of the 
ordinary, 


EXPERTS AGREE 


“Then I began to study it care-} 
fully. Something in it recalled what 
I had olready seen from the signa- 
tures of Shakespeare. 

“Eventually I submitted the MSS.

In acting together in a matter 
which vitally concerns alli—the 
protection of their citizens’ lives 
and property—the democratic 
Powers would be doing the wise, 
effective thing. 

In the-same way the British 
and French are sensible to share 
the burden in the Mediterranean 
in defending their joint interests 
—that of keeping open our high- 
way from England to Singapore 
and Hongkong, and their high- 
way. to Africa. 

That joint understanding does 
not commit Britain to interfere 
in France’s: troubles in, say, 
Poland. And British and Amer- 
ican collaboration in the Far 
East would not involve us in 
America’s affairs in, say, Brazil. 
Nor would it engage Americn to 
take on any of Britain’s own 
muddled obligations in, say, 
Memel. 

Further this collaboration 
must come about, or the Western 
Powers must tamely stand by 
and watch Japan seize and close 
the Enst against all other 
comers. ;

PrNciraL boys and dames, for 
instance. They go right back to 
the Roman Feast of Saturn when the 
world turned topsy-turvy for two 
weeks tt the end) of every year; 
when masters served their slaves 
and men changed clothes with their 
wives. 

That custom was long kept up over 
here on Twelfth Night. Shakespeare 
called his play “Twelfth Night” be- 
cause In it a alster struts In her 
brother’s clothes, 

The pantomime fairy queen de- 
scends from the ood angel In the 
old miracle plnys: the first demon 
king was Beelzebub. 

In the churches when n stage was 
put up for a miracle play heaven 
always lay on the right, hell on the 
left, the sinister side. So the good 
people still come from the wings 
right of the stage, the evil from the 
left. 

Most of the stories of our panto- 
mimes to-day «ome from the old 
puppet shows which travelled the 
fairs and, markets of Britain ajl the 
hundreds of year of her, history, re- 
cording the stories that took the 

ple's fancy from time to time, 
Cinderella is the oldest, nobody 
knows quite how old.

Grimaldi introduced many features 
into pantomime.

So London saw “Columbine Red 
Riding Hood" and “Harlequin Robin- 
son.

The adventures of Alexander Sel-

PLAYERS EXPECT TOO MUCH 
LATITUDE FROM UMPIRES | 


If the trend of play is not brought into more 
reasonable accordance with the rules, we shall 
soon be hearing. remarks about “too much whist- 
ling;” but this will chicfly be duc-to too frequent 


Players sencrally expect too much 
latitude to be given them by the 
umpire on this matter. Not long ago 
It was the misfortune of a player to 
have his eye injured in a match, and 
the Inst victim hnd to be carried off 
the ftleld to receive. medical atten- 


I have seen tecth knocked out, 
spectacles smashed to pieces, and 
badly cut faces arising from “sticks.” 
This rute wos undoubtedly created 
in the long ago to” prevent these 
things happening. 'I¢ players start o 
match and infringe the rule and the 
umpire is lenfent, the yzame ts Hable 
to get out of hand. Human nature 
being; what it Is, players will take 
advantage if they find that the 
official is not too strict, not only in 
regard to Rule 10 but also {n regard 
to other rules.

If it is the opinion of the grenter

In January, 1918 she left for the 
Far East arriving at the China Station 
in April, having made the passage 
from Muscat to Hongkong in three 
months. Arriving at Shanghal in the 
same month, H.M.S. Bee commenced 
her 20 years’ service up and down the 
Yangtse from that date. 

From May to October, 1021, the

Hee was converted into a flagship for 
the Rear-Admiral, Yangtse, and it 
was in this yenr that her lines were 
altered, Built originally an a gun- 
bout of the Insect class, her 6-inch 
gun was removed and the Admiral's 
quarter plinced In that position, Some 
years Inter, in the sumuner of 1928, 
the foremost 6-inch gun wan removed 
und a wardroom erected on the fore- 
castle. : 

Since her orrival in China waters 
the Bee served under many dine 
tinguished officers of the Navy who. 
at the time, occupied the office of 
Rear-Admiral, Yangtsc. These tne 
cluded -Rear-Admirats R. A. Crawe 
ford Machlachlan (1921-23), D. M. 
Anderson (1023-25), J. E. Cameron 
(1925-27), H. J. Tweedie (1927-29), 
Cc. K. Maclean (1920-31). R. A. S. 
Hill (103f-33), F. G. G. Chilton 
(1933-35), L. G. E. Crabbe (1936- 
37), and the present Rear-Admiral, 
Yangtse, R. V. Holt, who assumed 
the position in December, 1037. 


Communist Brushes 

The Ynngtse career of the Bee hos 
provided plenty of action for those 
serving ‘onboard her and many times 
her guns have fired salvoes, not of 
all of them being during her regular 
Practices: From 1930 to 1932, during 
which'time the Bee spent most of her 
time in the Middle “and Slang Rivers, 
she opencd fire.on many occasions on 
Communists who peppered the vessel 
from the banks of the river at o time 
when they were creating plenty of 
trouble in those areas. The artillery 
used In these actlons were her 3- 
Inch and Lewis guns and wherever 
she sailed the Uttle vessel could deal 
out always more than she received. 

In 1927 the Bee spent most of her 
time ot Chungking, now the hend- 
quarters of Genecrallssimo Chiang 
Kal-shels, the Kiawo, now owned by 
Jardines, becoming temporary flag- 
ship. From this {ime until 1937 lttle 
was heard of the ship and for’ the 
sSrabbe's term of office everything was 
first year and a half of Rear-Admiral 
peoceful—Iin fact more so than it had 


been for years,—but in the summer 
of 1037, when tho Slno-Japancso 
hostilities commenced, that peace 
was shattered. - 

In the middle of August the Bee 
went down to Nanking, leaving the 
Reur-Admlral at Hankow, and there 
she remuined until the end of No- 
vember. During that time there 
were, ci course, many olr roids and 
although the Jnpancse bombed build- 
Ings Within half-n-mile of the ship 
on numerous occasions not so much 
a3 au splinter dropped on board, On 
September 20, the day before the 
Japanese had stated that Nanking 
would be severcly bombed, tlie staff 
of the British Embassy embaried on 
the Bev, the Intter returning to the 
city shortly after the raiders had 
visited the town and had carried out 
thelr threat. On November 22 the 
Embassy staf was tnken on board 
once more and the ship sailed on the 
following day for Hankew. 

During the second week in Decem- 
ber the report spread that the Japan- 
ese would break through the Kiang- 
yln boom and enter the Yangise pro~ 
per, and po on December 10 the Bee 
left Hankow flying the Mig “of Rear- 
Admiral R. V. Holt. From then until 
Christmaz all aboard had more ox- 
cltement than they bargained for. 
Two days ofter leaving Hankow the 
vessel arrived at Wuhu, 20 minutes 
after the now famous Ladybird 
Ineident, and although one shell was 
fired at tho ship (fortunately it 
missed its objective) the Bee war 
saved from.a similar fate to the Lady- 
bird by the prompt intervention of 
Captain G, E. M, O'Donnell and 
Licut-Col, Lovat Fraser (H. M, 
Military Attache), who, at great 
personal risk, ran towards the Japan- 
ese battery and ordered them to 
cease fire. : 

Panay Bombing 

On the following morning news 
was received that the U.S.S, Panay 
had been bombed and sunk. and at 
12 noon the Bee proceeded down the 
river with everyone on board pre- 
pared to do his best to afd any 
survivors of the terrible incident. At 
2 p.m, that afternoon a huge column 
of olly bDinck smoke was seen emanat- 
ing, as was perceived later, from the 
two blazing Socony oilers which had 
been bombed at the same time as 
the Panay. That same evening the 
Bee picked up 12 survivors from the 
oilers and from the Panay on the 
south bank of the river and the news 
was imparted that some of the re~ 
mainder were on the north bank of 
the stream. 

Before dawn, a search party led by 
Rear-Admiral Holt himself left the 
ship to scarch for the survivors and 
ty 10.30 a.m. had gained contact with 
them by telephone, but, as they were 
many miles inland nothing could be

Mr. Harold Browett, senior mem- 
ber of the Bar. of ELM. Supreme 
Court in China, and for fifty-one 
yenrs a resident of Shanghai, last 
week died in his 77th year,

That joint understanding does 
not commit Britain to interfere 
in France's troubles in, say, 
Poland. And British and Amer- 
ican collaboration in the Far 
East would not involve us in 
America’s affairs in, say, Brazil.’

From 1782 tilt his last appearance 
in 1828 Grimaldi never missed a 
pantomime. 


He was the greatest clown who 
ever lived. He overshadowed Harle- 
quin completely, and he has left his 
name, “Joey,” to every clown in 
pantomime, . 5 


His big song hit,’ “Hot Codlins" 
(toffee apples), from “Mother Gooce,” 
had a rhn of 120 years, from 1804 
till 1926. Yet Grimaldi, who died 
In his fifties o hundred years ago, 
never carned more than £14 a week. 

Grimaldi introduced many features 
into pantomime. He first made the 
audience join in the chorus by 
leaving the lust word of each verse 


T the end of George IIt's reign it 
occurred to manugers to sub- 


stitute English favourites for mytho- 
logical and historical beings. 

So London saw “Columbine Red 
Riding; Hood" and “Harlequin Robin- 
son Crusoe.” 

And by that time new stories had 
caught the pcople’s fancy’ and 
swollen the showmen's repertory. 


The adventures of Alexander Sel- 
kirk, who Uved atone on Juan Fer~ 
nandez Isle in the Pacific, hnd in- 
spired Defoe to write “Robinson 
Crusoe," frst performed in panto- 
mime In 1800, and when the “Arablan 
Nights" were translated from the 
French in 1704 the stories of Aladdin 
and Sinbad the Saflor became quite 
as popular as Dick Whittington and 
the Babes jn the Wood. 

Such a play would begin by telling 
the story of Robinson Crusoe or Dick 
Wilttington; the characters changed 
halfway through: the evening into 
harlequinade chnracters, and the per~ 
formance wound up with traditional 
rough-and-tumble. 

As tlme went on the harlequinade 
waa pushed further and further back 
In the evening.

It is always n sad moment when the time approaches to say 
good-byc to a friend, and it will be with such emotions that present 
and past officers and men of the British Yangtse Flotilla learn the 
news that the carcer of H.M.S. Bee, the.‘Grand Old Lady of the 
Yangtse,” has come to an end, says the NV. C. 2), News, Although 
the vessel is still-officially in commission, with the arrival of H.M.S. 
Scorpion from Hongkong the Bee will be sold to be brokcen-up. 
H.MLS. Scorpion, a new vessel of 585 tons,-recently left the Colony 


for Shanghai. 


From Royalty downwards--for the 
Duke of Ment, as Prince George, 
served in the Bee on the Yangtse— 
there will be many who recall both 
dangerous and pleasant experiences 
ns members of the gunboat's crew a 
she carried them through the Mediter- 

un, the River ‘Tigris and = Far 
Eastern waters, states the North 
China, During recent years” her 
nume has become even: more widely 
known as a result of adventures on 
the Yangtse during the hostilltics, 

For some weeks past the Bee has 
occupied a berth at the Britlsh naval 
buoys in the Whangpov River, follow~ 
ing u lengthy sojourn at the Yangtse- 
peo Dockyards where she wus 
stripped of her guns and other 
machinery prior to being offered for 
sale. As she Jeft the dock some 
weeks ego there must have been 
many whose minds Mew back to that 
inemorable day in 1916 when she 
slipped down the stocks of the Allsa 
shipyard to commence her carcer as 
a small but very important unit of 
the Koyal Navy. 


Sent East In 1918 

The second of her name—the first 
Bee was a screw paddle tug of 34 
tons displacement built at Chatham 
and launched on February-29, 1842— 
H.M.S. Bee is of 645 tons displace- 
ment and was built by the Ailsa Com- 
puny during the Grent War. Com- 
pleted In 1916, she left Troon on 
March 22 of that year for Milford 
Haven .and later for service In the 
Mediterranean. Renching Port Said 
in Octoher, 1916, she was employed 
on Suez, Canal service from then until 
May, 1917. In June of that year the 
Bee served in Mesopotamia on the 
River Tigris. 

In January, 1918 she left for the 
Far East arriving at the China Statlon 
in April, having made the passage 
from Muscat to Hongkong in three 
months. Arriving at Shanghal In the 
same month, -H.M.S, Bee commenced 
her 20 years’ service up and down the 
Yongtse from that date. 

From May to October, 


— 


1921, the 


ee was converted into a flagship for 
the Rear-Admiral, Yangtse, and it 
was in this year that her lines were 
altered. Bullt originvlly as a guns 
boat of the Insect class, her 6-inch 
“un was removed and the Admiral's 
quarter placed in that position, Some 
years later, In the summer of 1928, 
the foremost G-inch gun was removed 
and a wardroom crected on the fore 
castle. 

Since her arrlval in Chinn waters 
the Bee served: under mony dis- 
tingulshed oMcers of the Navy who. 
ut the thme, occupied the office of 
Rear-Admiral, Yangtse. These In- 
cluded Rear-Admirals R. A. Craw- 
ford Machlachlan (1921-23), D. M. 
Anderson (1923-25), J. E, Cameron 
(1925-27), H. J. Tweedle (1027-20), 
C. K. Maclean (1929-31). R. A. S. 
Wil (1931-33), FF. G. G. Chilton 
(1933-35), L. G. E. Crabbe (1036- 
37), and the present Rear-Admiral, 
Yanetse. R. V. Holt, who assumed 
the position In December, 1937, 


Communist Brushes 

The Yungtse career of the Bee has 
provided plenty of action for those 
serving aboard her and many times 
her guns have fired salvocs, not of 
ull of them being during her regular 
practices. From 1930 to 1932, during: 
which time the Bee spent most of her 
time In.the Middle and Slang Rivers, 
she opencd fire on many occasions on 
Communists who, peppered the vessel 
from the banks of the river at a time 
when they were creating plenty of 
trouble In those areas. The artillery 
used fn these actlons were her 3- 
inch and Lewls guns and wherever 
she sailed the little vessel could deal 
out always more than she received.” 

In 1927 the Bee spent most of her 
thine at Chungking, now the henad- 
quarters of Generalissimo Chiang 
Kai-shek, the Kiawo, now owned by 
Jardines, becoming temporary flat 
‘hip. From thlg time until 1937 little 
Was heard of the ship and for the 
‘trabbe's term of ofllce everything was 
first ycar and a half of Rear-Admiral 
peaceful —in fact more so than it had 


“a 


| seen for yenrs,—but in the summer 
of 1037, when the Slno-Japnnese 
hostilitles commenced, that peace 
was shattered, 

In the middle of August the Bee 
went down to Nanking, leaving the 
Rear-Admiral at -Hankow, and there 
she remained until the end of No- 
vember, During that time thero 
were, ¢2 course, many air raids and 
although the Japanese bombed build- 
ings within hnlf-a-mile of the ship 
on numerous occasions not 60 much 
aa a splinter dropped on beard, On 
September 20, the day before the 
Japanese had stated that Nanking: 
would be severely bombed, the stall 
of the British Embassy embarked on 
the Bee, the Jatter returning to the 
elty shortly after the raldera had 
visited the town and had carried out 
thelr taveat, On November 22 the 
Embassy staff! was taken on board 
once more and the ship sailed on the 
following day. for Hanlow. Z 

During the second week in Decem- 
ber the report spread that the Japan- 
ese would break through the Klang- 
yin boom and enter the Yangtse pro- 
per, and-so on December 10 the Bee 
left Hankow flying the fing of Rear- 
Admiral R. V. Holt. From then until 
Christmas .all aboard had more ax~ 
eltement than they bargained for. 
Two days after leaving Hanlow the 
vesse? arrived nt Wuhu, 20 minutes 
after the now famous Ladybird 
Incident, and although one shell was 
fred ot the ship (fortunately at 
missed its objective) the Bee war 
saved from a similar fate to the Lady- 
bird by the prompt intervention of 
Captain G. E, M. O'Donnell and 
Licut-Col. Lovat ‘Fraser (H. M. 
Military Attache), who, at _ reat 
personal -risk, ran: towards the Japan- 
ese battery and ordered them to 
cease fire. . 
Panay Bombing 

On the following morming news 
was received that the U.S.S. Panay 
had been bombed and sunk and at 
12 noon the Bee proceeded down the 
river with everyone on board pre- 
pared to do his best to ald any 
survivors of the terrible Incident. At 
2 p.m. that afternoon n huge column 
of olly black smoke was seen cmanat- 
Ing, o8 was perceived later, from the 
two blazing Socony oilers which had 
been bombed at the same time. ns 
the Panay. That same evening the 
Bee picked up 12 survivors fram the 
ollers and from the Panay .on the 
south banks of the river and the news 
was‘imparted that some ,of the re- 
mainder were on the north bank of 
the stream. 

Before dawn, a-search party Ied by 
Reir-Admiral Holt himself left the 
ship to search for the survivors and 
by 10.30 a.m. had gained contact with 
them by telephone, but, as they were 
many miles InJand nothing could be 
dono at Hohsien and so the party re- 
turned to the ship to arrange the 
embarkation for that evening. At 
4.30 p.m. the 'party again went 
ashore to Hohsicn to await the arrival 
of the men from the Panay, but it 
was not until 10.30 that they were

Eight hundred ~~ workors of the 
Chung Hwa Bool Company Ltd., 
which has a large factory in Ma Tau 
Kok, Tokwawan, near the Kowloon 
Riding School, are on a hungor strilce 
in protest against the dismissal of 
71 workers. Yesterduy the strikers 
refused to leave the compound of 
the factory, but tholr behaviour was 
orderly. 

The strikers constitute but part of 
the Company's employces, of whom 
there are over 1,700, being those in 
the printing and hand-press depart: 
ments. a ee 

Most of the workers are from 
Shanghai though among them aro 
nbout $00 Cantonese, including nbout 
300 women. F 

One of Shanghat's biggest printing 
campanies, the Chung Hwa_ opened 
Its Hongkong factory, after the Sino- 
Japanese hostilities in Shunghal in 
1033, z :

That joint understanding do¢s 
not commit Britnin to interfere 
in France's troubles in, say, 
Poland. And British and Amer- 
ican collaboration in the Tar 
Engst would not involve — us ‘in 
America’s affairs in, say, Brazil. 
Nor would it engage America to 
take on any of Britain’s own 
‘muddled obligations. in, say, 
Memel, 

Further this — collaboration 
must come sbout, or the Western 
Powers must tamely stand by 
and watch Japan seize and close 
the East against all other 
comers.

The adventures of Alexander Sel- 
kirk, who lved alone on Juan Fer- 
nandez Isle in the Paclfic, had In- 
spired Defoe to write “Robinson 
Crusoe,” first performed in panto- 
mime in 1800, and when the “Arablan 
Nights” were translated from ‘the 
French in 1704 the stories of Aladdin 
and Sinbad the Sailor became qulte 
as popular as Dick Whittington and 
the Babes in the Wood. 

Such a playWould begin by telling 
the story of Robinson Crusoe or Dick 
Whittington; the characters changed 
halfway through the evening Into 
harlequinnde charneters, and the per.

Bonds Of Common 
Loyalty To Crown 


LONDON, Dee. 21. 

IN AN EMPIRE EXCHANGE 
talk entilled “The British Indus- 
tries Fair of 1939"—which is to 
be. repeated on Friday—Mr. 
Malcolm MacDonald particularly 
mentioned the healthy co- 
operation of members of the 
British Commonwealth of na- 
tions. 

“There is one thing which  dis- 
tinguishes the people of the Empire 
Jn particular from the peoples of the 
world In general,” he said. 

“In the whole span human 
history, there has never been so 
much talk of strife and warfare, 

“There have been moments — this 
very year, owing to conflicting in 
terests between one people and 
another, when we all stared calumity 
In the face. 

“We stare that calamity In the 
face again unless the peoples of the 
workt ocun learn to co-operate 
together, 

“That is where the British Emplre 
has so priceless a leason to te 
Its manifold teeming peoples are ns 
diverse os any on the fnee of the 
earth, Left to themselves, their 
Interests too would clash as cusily. 
and as frequently as those of any 
other collection of peoples,

SIR JOHN ANDERSON, Lord Privy Seal, in a very 
lony statement in the House of Commons to-day on air 
raid precautions, with particular reference to protection 
against high explosive and incendiary bombs, declared 
no plan to be satisfactory which provided for protection 
only for a proportion of those likely to be exposed to 


substantial risks. 


_ The aim must be to provide 
in the vulnerable areas, well 
distributed shelters, which were 
easily accessible after an air 
raid warning had been given. 

If possible, people must be piven 
protection near thelr homes and 
places of employment. They must 
recognise that there wax no 100 per 
cent. protection against high 
plosive, and shelters which 
proof ngunst a direct hit were 
impracticable as part of a short- 
term policy. 

Apart from these diMfcultics, Sir 
John Anderson did ‘not’ believe we 
were prepared to adapt our 
civilisation to compel a large pro- 
portion of people to live and main= 
tain their productive capacity in a 
troglodyte existence deep under- 
ground, What they could, and must 
provide, were — not 
shelters, but adequate 
upalnst - splinters, ond 
falling, debris, 

No public authority could male 
Mself responsible for providings this 
protection at the public expense for 
everyone. The responsibility was to 
provide protection for all who could 
not fairly be expected to provide it 
for themselves, The Government 
would give the necessary technical 
advice to those who vould afford to 
provide it themselves,

Replying to questions about the 
period within which the work: might 
be accomplished, Sir John Anderson 
sald he preferred not to be tled 
down too closely to the actual date, 
but orders would be piven practical- 
ly at once. 

He siid that the advice of engineers 
who had collaborated with repre- 
sentatives of the steel trade was 
that the manufacturing, operation of 
steel shelters, etc. was a simple one, 
that pplies of raw material were 
adequate, and that efter the initial 
delay while the plant was being got 

ly, production would proceed at 
ery rapid rate. 

Sir Archibald Sinclair (Lib): “Can 
Sir John Anderson assure the House 
that by the thme he returns from 
the recess he will be able to say what 
proposals he may have for providing 
deep shelter accommodation, parti- 
cularly in the congested areas?” 

FATE OF EAST END 

Sir John said he could give no un- 
dertaking: at the moment.

OBITUARY 


Senior Member Of 
Shanghai Bar 


Mr. Harold Browett, senior mem- 
ber of the Bar of ILM, Supreme 
Court in China, and for fifty-one 
years a resident of Shanghal, last 
week died In his 77th year, 

A natlyve of Birmingham, Mr. Bro 
wett came to: Shanghal in 1887, 
says the N.C, D. News, 

As far back as 1932 he was senior 
member of the Bar and in that year 
he recelved a letter signed by the 
Judges, Registrar, the Chief Clerk 
and all members of the Bar congra- 
tulating him upon what was then 
the 45th anniversary of his admission 
to practice, ' 

A witness of Shanghai's remark- 
able developments, Mr. Browett has 
secn many changes in the port: 
During the course of his long career 
he had practised under Sir Richard 
Rennic (1882-1891), Sir Nicholas 
Hannen (1891-1900), Sir Hiram 
Shaw Wilkinson (1900-1905), Sir 
Havilland de Snumarez (1005-1921), 
Sir Skinner Turner (1921-1927), Sir 
Peter Grain (1927-1933) and = Sir 
Allon Mossop. 

A proud possession of Mr, Bro- 
wett’s was a gold scarfpin of intricate 
workmanship, a fnithful copy. of a 
working model of the Acme skate 
presented to him by the members 
when he was secretary of the Shang- 
hal Skating Club, which was in its 
heyday during the winter of 1802, A 
handsome sliver salver was presented 
to him by the Reserve Company 
S.V.C., and he had the Boxer Medal. 
One of the first to join the S.M.P. 
Specials, he served with them’ for 
over 14 years, being awarded the 
Long Service Medal, ‘ 

Mr, Browett, curlously enough, had 
never been back to England since his 
arrival in Shonghal. ae
